Bloemfontciu. the capital of tho Or- 


ange Free State, which has lieen tigur- 
.!UK so conspicuously in the South Ai'- 
can news of late, is ouu of the most 
clmrming cities in the southern end of 
the dark continent. To the Hocr it is 
kuown as "tho City of the Flower Gar- 
den," hut the English speaking folks 
vail it "the Athens of South Africa.'' 


The Boer appellation is due to his- 


torical legend. .When tho groat trek of 
1830 occurred, a party of Boers came 
upou a little plain north of the Orange 
river. It was covered with a profu- 
sion of wild flowers. One of ttie Hoor 
women exclaimed. "It is a hloetnfou- 
teiu." She meant that it was a llower 
Kanleii. "Here we shall camp." said 
the leader. And there they did camp. 
Their descendants lire there yet. 


But the English speaking Afrikan- 


ders, not knowing the legend and won- 
dering only at the many eduwitional 
Institutions which flourish in the Free 
State capital, have called it "the Ath- 
ens of South Africa." 


Broemfonteiii sits In the center of a 


little pluin. 
On all sides are hills. 


These hills are the ones which the 
Boers have buen busy fortifying since 
tlie beginning of (he war. 
Hut the 


English themselves built the lirst fort 
In Hloemfontein. It was in 1S-1S, when 
they took possession. of the country. 
Tiie original fort Is n quaint little stone 
structure which would lie utterly use- 
less in resisting modern artillery had 
not the Boors strengthened it Iiy elab- 
orate earthworks. 
In the adjoining 


hills they threw up many similar earth- 
works. Thus, although the defenses 
of Blocmfonteln have never equaled 
those of Pretoria or Johannesburg, 
they were made quite formidable. 


From the top of one of these hills 


Blocinfoiitein presents a pretty ap- 
pearance. The town is regularly laid

out, with a large market square in the 
center, and the houses, for the most 
part painted white, with red root's, are 
surrounded by large and luxuriant gar- 
dens and shaded by willow, gum and 
other trees. 


The new raadzaal. or rapitol. is a 


large and handsome building of mixed 
architecture. It is built of red brick. 
trimmed with a pecnliar close grained 
white stone, quarried iu the neighbor- 
hood, and is surrounded by a row of 
Doric columns, some ."io feet high and 
about 3 feet thick at the base. 
An 


almost perfect dome 90 feet high sur- 
mounts the structure. 
The doors of 


the mniu entrance are of bronze, hand- 
somely sculptured, and the interior is 
beautiful. 
It is finished with marble, 


and many of the rooms are beautifully 
decorated. 


The president has an olh'ce in the 


rnndsiaal, and quarters are also pro- 
vided for his council and a few other 
government officers. The old raadzaal 
Is a plain brick structure, two stories 
high, surmounted by a small tower. 
It is surrounded by n large, well kept 
garden. A splendid view of Bloenu'on- 
tein may be obtained from the top of 
the tower. The building is now given 
over to the various courts and govern- 
ment offices, all of which are located 
here, with the exception of the few 
In the capitol. 


The slope above these two buildings 


is used by the aristocracy oC the town, 
tho government officers, English and 
Scotch residents, as a residence sec- 
tion and contains some verv handsome 
villas. 


Around the big market square, which 


is a veritable beehive of industry on 
market days, are situated a number of 
large buildings. 
The town hall is an 


immense structure, but of a not very 
striking appearance. Ifere are located 
the various municipal ofiioes. 
The 


building also contains a large hall, 
where concerts and theatricals are 
held. 


Adjoining the town hall is a library 


building of pretentious appearance. It 
has a fine reading room and contains 
about 15,000 volumes. Among the oth- 
er handsome buildings iu the town are 
the official residence of the president, a 
handsome stone building, which is said 
to have cost nearly SSO.OOO: the Dutch 
Reformed church, which has two beau- 
tiful spires, and the Anglican cathedral, 
having a most magnificent interior. 


Tho town has many educational in- 


stitutions. 'The largest of these is Grey 
college, which was founded by Sir 
George Grey, at one time governor of 
Cape Colony. It provides a complete 
college course and as an educational 
institution has a high rank. There are 
also St. Andrew's college, the Ladies' 
Government institute and an academy 
for girls. St. Michael's home. 
There 


are also many private schools in the 
city and iu excellent public school sys- 
tem. 


CONCERNING TOAST. 


*» It Should Be anil n» It I» Too l< re- 


<|lietl(ly Served. 


There is hardly a well regulated table 


today on which toast is not often serv- 
ed. It is a duiuty fashion to place a 
tiny toast rack before each person, and 
It is to bo commended. The little silver 
racks are pretty and add much to the 
appearance of a table. 
But what of 


tho toast which they hold? 


"Any one can make toast." 
Have 


you not often heard tliat statement, 
gentle reader'.' 
I have, and I consider 


it a most erroneous one, and from long 
observation 1 venture to question its 
veracity. Toast wants as much cart) 
in its preparation as any other article 
of the monu. and much that passes for 
toast is unworthy of the name. 


It is not sntiicieut to cut a slice of 


bread, more or less thin—generally .less 
than more—and hold it to tho Ore. so 
that part is scotched while the rest is 
not baked, then f.o put three of tour of 
these pieces in a rack, where by doss 
contact they quickly become sodden 
ami unwholesome. 


Good toast, is a dainty which is wor- 


thy the cook's best attention. l''or its 
achievement take a loaf and cut from 
It :i thin slice. 1'lace this for a t'few 
minutes on the rack over the range ov 
In the mouth of the oven to dry, then 
toast it lightly and evenly on both 
sides before a clf-ar fire; put. it on the 
rack again to k.H'p hot mid be quite 
crisp before serving. 


Trim it neatly, cut into three corner- 


ed pieces and serve. Tho result will be 
excellent, and the difference between it 
and the thick, sodden stuff generally 
served as (oast will be wide as the 
poles asunder. The one is wholesome 
and delicious; the other, alas, is too 
often met with to need description. 


So far 1 have spoken only of dry 


toast. 
But there Is buttered toast to 


be served with tea or as fomidation for 
various dishes. 
Much that, hns been 


said before applies to this toast also, 
but now the bread must be out thicker, 
and it should not be dried or made 
crisp. ' Lot it In- baked evenly a deli- 
cate golden color and buttered liberally 
at onco. 
ThiMi. w i t h the crusts re- 


moved, it will be dolloious by itself or 
with the addition of deviled sardines, 
herring roes, scrambled eggs and tho 
hundred and one dainties served by a 
:lcvor cool; in this form. Though both- 
kinds of toast are excellent, in their 
own way, the cook should remember 
the individual qualifications of each 
when serving it.

This is thoxclay of the shamrock. 
If 


all tokeos bo true, the emblem of Ire- 
land was displayed today in more quar- 
ters and parts of the world than it has 
ever 'been before. By the exigencies 
confronting the armies of her Britannic 
majesty during the last six months an 
Irishman has been worth more to the 
imperial cause than for many a' duv 
past. So the order or royal wish has 
gone forth that wherever an Irishman is j 
bearinp arms for England today he be 
permitted to wear his national colors 
and emblem. In the English garrisons 
hitherto it has been forbidden to the 
Celtic soldiery to wear their bits of 
green. 
Hut that day has passed.

called wood sorrel, but is more generally 
believed to be a specie of clover.

trefpil has a superstitious respect

tached to it from enrly times.

ingjto the early Pliny no serpent would 
touch it. 
St. Patrick made use of it in 


explaining the doctrine of the Trinity 
to the pagan Irish.

Kiver today—-on the breasts of Irishmen 
fighting with Joubertancl Botha: on the 
lapels o£ those with Roberts and Kifcch- 
ner. The trefoil was at Olontarf, where 
Borombe fell, at Kathdrum and Acklow.

Hereto- 


fore the world has derived its supplies | 
of that gum from the countries named, " 
bnt of the vast camphor forests that 
on^ existed in those 
regions but a 


small portion remains. 
This is the 


direct rosult of the wanton waste in 
tho.-.jjrocess practiced for obtaining the 
frum.'from the tree. 
Camphor is usual- 


ly obtained by boiling the chips of the 
wood and roots and baric in great Icst- 
tles with water and condensing the vo- 
latilised gum on rushes suspended over 
the kettles. 
In t.his process the entire 


tree i« cut down and even the roots dug 
up, but in Florida it was found that 
the gum could be commercially pro- 
duced from the leaves and twigs, sev- 
enty-seven pounds of whicli yield one 
pound of gunt. Hence the bearing tn'e 
need nor. be disturbed, or injured in 
any way, as the foliage it hears is very 
dense and may be thinned down one- 
half without scarcely 
being noticed. 


The tree, besides, hoars a very great 
amount oC pruning without injury. 
It 


is an 
evergreen, and 
makes 
three 


growths a year—in April. June and Oc- 
tober. The tree removes nothing from 
the soil, the gum being formed entire- 
ly from the gases of the atmosphere, 
and hence the leaves, when deprived 
of their camphor and returned to the 
soil, constantly enrich the soil, which 
in time requires no fertilizing what- 
ever. 
Aside from its commercial uses 


the camphor tree is one of the most, 
ornamental ever cultivated, its beauti- 
ful shape being equaled by the- avbor- 
vitae only. 
Its lower branches lie on 


the ground, while the top forms a per- 
fect eone. The flowers are small, but 
exceedingly pretty, while the leaves 
are of a beautiful 
pale, glossy green 


color.
